Iowa Enterprise Demonstrates 
That Food Can Be Sold Low- 
er and Much Saved That Oth-

DES MOINES, Iowa Motor-truck 
transportation means lower § food 
prices and the~saving of food that 
would Bo to waste on the 
farm, says J. D. Eggleston, chairman 
of the lowa highway transportation 
committee, in a statement given to 
a representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor. It opens 
not handy to the railroads, takes a 
burden off them, and saves the farm- 
er’s time. lowa, said Mr. Eggleston, 
divested freight transportation by mo- 
tor trucks over country highways of 
its haphazard and irregular nature, 
reduced it to business-like form, and 
sent the trucks forth on regularly 
prescribed routes and upon 
time schedules, 


Price Reduction 


By way of illustration of the practi- 
cal value of this form of transporta- 
tion, the Iowa hirhway transportation 
chief cited an instance of price re- 
duction. “The farmers around St. 
Ansgar, Iowa,” he noted, ‘raised po- 
tatoes and sold them for 90 cents a 
bushel in 1918 to buyers who shipped 
them out by rail to larger cities where 
many of them were reshipped to other 
points. At Mason City, only 35 miles 
from St. Ansgar, but not on the same 
railroad, people were paying $1.75 a 
bushel for potatoes which were 
shipped there from 300 miles or more 
away. A rural motor express line was 
started in Mason City. Among 
it brought in potatoes from St. 
Ansgar farms, paying the farmers 
$1 a bushel for them instead of 90 
cents, and selling them to Mason City 
consumers for about $1.25 instead 
$1.75 & bushel. 


It Serves Going*and Coming 


“As a rule,” Mr. Eggleston 
tinued, “trucks are run over five 
Six routes, 
45 miles, from a main jobbing or ship- 
ping center, hauling merchandise 
from the jobber to small town mer- 
chants, and also serving the farmer 
along the route. Anybody on one of 
these routes can have. anything de- 
livered to him from any point on the 
line. He can telephone to the home 
town for a hoe or a sewing machine 
10 pounds of sugar or 10 yards of 
muslin and it will be brought to him. 
When the truck comes along, he can 
load onto it his vegetables, grain, 
butter or milk and send them to mar- 
ket. It serves him both coming and 
roing. At the same time it serves the 
merchant in town who sells him goods 
and it serves the people who want 
good fresh food at a reasonable price.

ment for the breach of them.” The Monroe Doctrine 
was the great separator for the two great onward move- 
ments of governmental forms. Both of these movements, 
not as synibolic of-particular nations, but as symbols of 


opposite governmental theories, have, in the fullness of 


time, worked out their destinies, one to bury itself in the 


cataclysm of a world war, the other to achieve its accept-" 


ance as the way of world progress. Inthe light of its true 
significance, any narrow and partisan consideration of the 
Monroe Doctrine, even in the attitude of defending it, can 
only becloud and belittle its meaning. There is cause for 
congratulation in the United States that majority opinion 
seems increasingly in the mood to deal with the league 
plan and its relation to American interests as bevond all 
partisan consideration and on a world basis. 


Viscount Reading 


Few men have had a more difficult task assigned to 
them, and few men have discharged it more excellently, 
ihan Viscount Reading, the retiring Ambassador and 
High Comniissioner of Great Britain to the United 
States. It was in the early davs of 1918,. when the 
German exhibition of power and “will to victory.” as 
they stvled it; had reached, perhi ips, its highest expression, 
that ord Reading arrived in Washington to take up his 
official duties at the British Embassy. Thev were dark 
days; days when the German propaganda in the United 
States, driven out of the public highways of thought, was 
being prosecuted with the vigor of despair through a 
thousand underground channels, ever aiming to strike 
where the blow would surely be most effective, namely, 
at the steadily strengthening unity between the United 
Ningdom and the United States. As Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew so ably put it in his tribute to Lord Reading, the 
other day, hosts of objectors and pacificists were every- 
where “sowing the distrust, appealing ¢o our 
prepucdices, inherited and ancient and modern 
very expert who had gamed an office by hig skill in 
twisting the tail of the British lion was skillfully at work 

lhe task whieh lay before the new Ambassador was 
one which might have qlunted an abler man, but the 
man who had served before the mast on the Blair Atholl, 
who had studied the German, in his home, in his trade, in 
his political lite, vears before, in Magdeburg, who had 
won his way, through tatlure on the stock exehange 
and astounding success at the bar, to the Lord Chiet 
Justiceship, such a man threw himself into the strug- 
ele, tor it was no less, not only. with all the joy of 
an old Campaigner, but with all the high purpose ofa 
great statesman. tle was indeed just the man for the 
task, He did not go out against the foe with pike or 
broadsword. ‘That was never Lord Reading's method. 
His historic struggles in the law courts were ever won 
with the rapier. As a well-known writer has said of him, 
down would cdme the quarterstaff of lus opponent with 
an immense sweep, but—-"‘there was Mr. leaniig 
lightly on his sword, or gently pricking the defenseless 
flank of his opponent, his pleasant face more aggrava- 
tingly pleasant than ever.” 

Everything, in —— days, 
him, and al] was done with a certain gavety and cultured 
good humor which was as disconcerting to his opponents 
as it was disarming to the jury. And so it was at Wash- 
ington. Pitted against the most subtle opponents, he 
met them on their own ground and vanquished them 
easily. kK vefv attack only served to strengthen the 
mutual res gard and esteem which existed between the 
British Ambassador and every member of the Adminis 
tration, an esteem which quickly deepened into that 1m- 
pregnable good. will which showed itself in the stupendous 
American effort and achievement of last year, and is 
showing itself in the triumph in Paris just being con- 
summated today. “You have won for yourself,” 
declared Mr. Lansing, United States Secretary of State, 
in his valedictory message, “a place in our hearts which 
memory will jealousl guard, and you have impressed 
the relations between the two nations with mutual esteem 
and confidence which will strengthen the bonds which 
already are so many between the American and British 
people.” It is a worthy tribute to a worthy achievement. 


Too Much Buzzing on the Wires 


ONE thing appears to be fairly well established with 
respect to the United States G Verninent Ss ex 
handling the telegraph and telephone lines. It 1s, that 
vernment authorities are likely to undergo persist 
fair-minded criticism, even though 
their intentions may be of the best. Other than this, the 
situation is not suffimently clear. Possibly if the Wash 
ington authorities had been disposed to deal more openly 
with their problem, outlining the difficulties as they devel- 
telling a littl frankly how tuey planned to 
them, and recording progress without too much 
could have won conhidence Wl Sale 
might well have looked for it and 
tands, they are now regarded with 
coesatisfaction 1f ‘not cistrust It would been not 
altogether contrary to nature it the factors in this en 
xpermment in public control of the wires had 
found themselves at odds with the private Owners at some

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ment control of the lines has been a success, however, it 
is, likewise, too soon to say that it has been a failure. So 
far as the government's. brief retention of the trans- 
oceanic cables is concerned, the return last Saturday of 
a systein that was not taken over from the private owners 
until after the armistice was signed in November appar- 
ently means nothing more than that the government 
wanted control of these lines while a great mass of bust- 
ness in which it had special concern was being handled, 
and that as this business 1s now out of the way and prac- 
tically all need for restrictions has disappeared, conditions 
will be satisfactorily met with the lines once more under 
private management. With respect to the land system of 
elegraph, while the -resolve authorizing government 
control limited it to “the duration of the war,” the 
Postmaster-General wishes to restore the lines to their 
private owners only after securing from Congress certain 
legislation to “safeguard the interests of the owners 1n 
every way that is possible to safeguard them. eee. 
declares that_his information as to the condition of the 
companies convinces him that such legislation 1s impera- 
tively needed before the lines are handed back. This ts 
taken to mean that some companies were formerly oper- 
ating at a loss, that there was much waste due to compe- 
tition, facts which, taken together with diversity of state 
regulations, were sufficient to prevent the setting aside of 
proper depreciation funds and to deter new capital that 
otherwise would have provided for the renewals that are 
necessary to maintain proper service. 

lt is to be regretted that the Postmaster-General does 
not take advantage of the opportunity to go more fully 
into this situation that is being afforded him by the caustic 
letters of Clarence H. Mackay, president ofsthe Postal 
Telegraph-Cable Company, seeking immediate return of 
the lines owned by that company. Mr. Mackav's intiina- 
tion that the Postmaster-General’s method of dealing 
with the Postal Telegraph system has been and still is to 
the advantage of the Western Union Telegraph and Bell 
Telephone systems, on the one hand, and the Postmaster- 
General's suggestion that competition in telegraph service, 
a feature provided by Mr, Mackay's*system, is respon- 
sible for waste and defects that conflict with the public 
interest, on the other hand, would seem to require further 
explanation, €ither contention is of sufficient popular 


moncern to warrant providing the public with complete 


Information on the subject. 

Mr. Mackay is relying on the wording of the resolve 
authorizing the President to take over the wires to turn 
hack his lines to him when peace is proclaimed, Probably 
the peace treaty will be signed by the end of May, but 
the actual proclamation rests with the President. If he 
does what \WWashington is now expecting, and calls Con- 
gress in special session about June t, withholding the 
peace proclamation until later, there would appear to be 
opportunity for the Postmaster-General to get the legisla- 
tion he thinks desirable before the act of proclaiming 
peace puts the telegraph and telephone lines back: in the 
hands of their owners, including Mr. Mackay, ‘There is, 
therefore, an interim between now and the culmination of 
the government's control, within which it might be worth 
while for those in charge to put the public somewhat 
nore closely in touch with the facts of the situation. 


Windmills 


Ont of the most remarkable results of the “invention” 
of steam, about one hundred vears ago, was the utterly 
whole-hearted wav in which it attracted the world, in 
s, toitself. Once the idea of the steam engine 
established, its application to all manner 
of needs developed at an amazing rate. Old paths and 
ways were agg: as entirely superseded. Thus the 
canals, which, in Erigland at anv rate, had wound their 
wav all over she: country, sending out little ‘arms to supply 
the needs of a village here and a village there, gradually 
fell into disuse, as the steam engine, ori its iron way, 
took possession of the land. To be sure, the process was 
very much hastened by the railway companies themselves, 
who desired no competitors, not even the slow-moving 
barges on the waterways. Still,’there was-a tendency, 
everywhere, to regard the canal as more or less obsolete. 

And it was much the same with the windmills, though, 
of course, with much more reason. lor indeed the wind- 
mill is not a very reliable motor. ‘Today, however, both 
the canal and the windmill are steadily coming back into 
their own again. [lor many decades past, men have been 
realizing that speed is very far from being everything in 
the matter of transport, just as thev have learned that 
there is still much use for a mill, like the windmill, that 
will just begin to work when it can and stop when it 
the modern windmill tells its own story

AGRICULTURE in the battle-s' ay helds of France and 
Belgium will resume its peaceful labor in a much more 
satisfactory frame of mind 1f the invention of Mr. Gutton, 
professor of physics at Nancy, France, fulfills its promise, 
and can go ahead of the farmer and clear his path of 
hidden dangers in the soil. War has lett many an ex- 
plostve in the fields. Unexploded hand grenades le near 
the surface, and are cansitlered more dangerous than the 
shells that have gone deeper. But all these hidden dan- 
gers have metal .coveritfes, and the device invented b 
Mr. Gutton is made to reveal them by ringing an electric 
bell whenever it is moved over the ground and comes near 
metal. Practically it is a portable metal finder*somewhat 
akin to the electrical apparatus used in “sweeping” the 
ocean for concealed mines. Just now it is hard to think 
of any invention of more immediate value.

THE novelist of the future, looking for picturesque 
material in the records of the present day, will hardly 
miss the black cat and the wooden shoe with which the 
I. W. W. decorates its “literature.” The I. W. W. will 
have vanished: one may be sure of that, if only because 
sueh is the inevitable outcome of organizations limited 
to destroving whatever they consider undesirabie. The 
“literature” will have gone to the dust heap, but here and 
there a bit may remain to delight the novelist with its 
svmbolic wooden shoe and what the I. W. W.’s them- 
selves call the “sab cat.’ ‘“Sab,’’ it is said, i$ an abbrevi-- 
ation of “sabotage”; and “sabotage” may also derive 
from “sabot,” the wooden shoe that French workmen, 
so runs this recent tradition, took off and threw into the 
machinery when they disagreed with an employer. 


IN PRA@PORTION as Other states adopt an idea that 
seems invitingly open to adoption, American artists will 
have reason to thank the Indiana originator of The 
Friends of American Art. The new society, open to all 
residents of Indiana, is formed to encourage and practice 
the buying of works of art by American artists, each 
member pledging to give a certain sum each year for 
that purpose, Times have changed, to be sure, since 
American artists needed ooalool help to find an appre- 
ciative public, and the fact that a present-day painter or 
sculptor is also a European counts for little when his 
work is compared with that of a contemporary American 
of equal ability, But such an organization increases the 
interest in art among its own members, tends also to grow 
in membership, and so, in the long run, to add materially 
to the total sale of pictures, which is the most helpful way 
imaginable of enceuraging artists. 


INTERESTING, vet on second thought not so very sur- 
prising, is the information that every tree is potentially 
a tower for wireless communication. The fact has been 
utilized during the war, and is now revealed -to the gen- 
eral public by Major-General Squier, chief signal officer 
of the United States Army. In practical operation, the 
tree-top radio developed by the army, and the under- 
ground wireless developed by the navy, have proved 
about equally effective; in both cases messages are more 
successfully received than sent. As Major- General Squier . 
puts it, the growing tree may be considered “as a highty 
organized piece of living earth to be used in*the same 
manner as we now use the earth as a universal con- 
ductof for telephony and telegraphy and other electrical 
purposes.”’ Literature unconsciously anticipated the dis- 
covery when it long ago personified the voice of the wind 
in the tree tops.
